REBEL WAR VESSELS 
HALT RUSSIAN SHIP 


GIBRALTAR, Dee. 4.—(4)— 
Spanish Fascist armed vessels stop- 
ned a Russian «teamer in the Strait 
of Gibraltar today by firing two 
shots across her bows, and com- 
pelled the Soviet ship to head for 
Fascist- held land.

FOR DEATH IN FIRE 


Negligence Is 


to Owners of Building. 


Suit for $50,000 damages, growing 
out of the death of Mrs. J. Porter 
Smith in the Cable Piano Company 
fire, was filed late yesterday after- 
noon in Fulton superior court by her 
husband. 

Named defendants in the action 
were Mrs. Susan Calhoun Oglesby and 
Mrs. Harriett Calhoun Witham, own- 
ers of the building; the Cable Piano 
Company, the Atlanta Conservatory of 
Music, and Mrs. Mary Louise Calhoun 
and Ferdinando Phinizy Calhoun. as 
executrix and c-:cutor of the will of 
the late Abner W. Calhoun. 


The suit was filed for Smith by 
Attorneys Reuben Garland and Win- 
field LV. Jones, who annoenced they 
expected to file other damage suits 
in connection with the fire. 

Another suit bearing on the insur- 
ance question was filed against the 
Cable company by Guy Holcomb, an 
insurance man. He alleges on “infor- 
mation and beiief”’ the company car- 
ried $200,000 insurance on its mer- 
chandise with a companv not quali- 
fied to do business in the state, and 
further claims the specified 10 per 
cent penalty, half to go to the state 
and the other half to be awarded the 
informant. Several similar suits have 
been filed as a result of the Gaines- 
ville cyclone and are still pending ip 
the courts. 

Charges In Suit. 

In the damage suit it is alleged 
Mrs. Smith came to her death from 
asphyxiation and burning after she 
had been trapped on the fifth floor of 
the Cable building during the fire 
which, the suit alleges, started on the 
fourth floor. It is claimed Mrs. Smith 
had an agreement with the conserva- 
tory of music by which she split her 
tuition receipts with the conservatory. 

Mrs. Smith, it is set forth,.was em- 
ployed by the conservatory.as a music 
teacher and as such was entitled to 
adequate fire protection. The suit 
claims she was trapped by the fire 
while performing her duties of teach- 
ing music, 

Mrs. Smith was 32 and was earn- 
ing $200 per month or better at the

British Fascist Chief 
Takes Edward’s Side 


LONDON, Dec. 4.—(/)—Sir Os- 
wald Mosley, who advocates Fas- 
cism for Britain, sided today wit! 
Kinge Edward against “a Junta of 
politicians” in the grave constitu- 
tional crisis over the monarch’'s pos- 
sible marriage to Wallis Warfield 
Simpson, 

Speaking at an open air meeting 
in Victoria Park Square the Fas- 
cist leader asserted “politicians 
created this grave crisis. They have 
created it becruse they have inter- 
fered with the King’s private life. 

“IT say with all deliberation that 
before a junta of politicians can 
force the King to abdicate, this is- 
sue should be submitted to the votes 
of the people of Britain and the 
dominions. Let the people decide.” 


FIREMEN GLEARED 
N CABLE TRAGEDY 


Board Votes 10-Day Sus- 
pension for Fain, Asks. 
Additional Apparatus. 


Men and officers of the fire depart- 
ment were completely exonerated of 


blame in the Cable Piano Company 
building tragedy last night by the 
board of firemasters, who voted to 
suspend Assistunt Chief W. A. Fain 
10 days for drunken driving over Fire 
Chief @C. J. VParker’s recommendation 
that he be reduced in rank from ae- 
sistant chief to captain as a disciplin- 
ary measure, 

The board adopted a report on need- 


ed fire fighting apparatus which in- 
cluded recommendations that Chief 
Parker be given authority to name 
an assistant chief to act as person- 
nel officer of the entire department; 
that officers of the several divisons 
be held strictly responsible ‘for the 
supervision and control of their divi- 
sions, thus leaving Chief Parker more 
time for “constructive work and plan- 
;” and that an officers’ school 
inaugurated to train officers in 
handling of men and in fire fighting 
methods. 

Exoneration Resolution.- 
“After listening to all evidence 
brought out in the investigation of 
the Cable Piano Company. building 
fire, we fail to find that any fire- 
man or officer showed any cowardice, 
inefficiency or lack of direction in 
handling the fire,” was the resolu- 
tion offered by Alderman Farris 
Mitchell, which passed with only one 
dissenting vote, that of Councilman 
Howard Haire. 

The exoneration is to be included 
in the investigation report which was 
adopted by the firemasters last Sun- 
day. It and the report on equip- 
ment will be submitted to city coun- 
cil Monday by Chairman W. M. Sut- 
ton. 

Councilman Howard McCutcheon, 
backed by Mayor Key, who is an ex- 
officio member of the board, fought 
Fain’s battle before the firemaasters. 
Declaring Fain is a fine fire fizhter, 
McCutcheon asserted “politics” were

Whether or not the youthful and | 
once-gay sovereign had reached a | 
decision, or whether he still was| 
determined to keep both his scepter | 
and his right to marry whom he 
wished, no one save himself knew. 

Alone save for servants in seclud- 
ed Fort Belvedere, the sorely-beset 
King throug: the night sought an 
answer that would satisfy both the, 
dictates of hissheart and of his duty 
as ruler of the far-flung British em- 
pire. 

He had not yet irrevocably made 
up his mind on any course, authori- 
tative sources said, after his close 
friends urged him to bide his time 
and tell his government he had no 
inteniion of marrying anybody at the} 
present crucial time. 

Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin, 
who yesterday in unmistakable lan- 
guage delivered the challenge for those 
forces opposing a marriage between 
the King and the American-born di- 
vorcee, was expected to give the anxi- }. 
ous British public some further word 
today.

Georgia Wine Law Held Valueless 
By Local Vintners Unless Enforced 


Statute Termed Finest Drawn .by Any State in Union; 


Winery Head Suggests 


Seizure of Contraband 


and Withdrawal of Federal Permits. 


By RALPH T. JONES. 
Georgia has the best wine law of 
any state in the Union, but it is 


valueless unless enforced. ‘That is 
the opinion of leading authorities 


and officials of the great wine-mak- 
ing companies which have either es- 
tablished wineries in this state al- 
ready or are in process of erecting 
and equipping Georgia plants. 

“The Georgia wine law absolutely 
prohibits the importation of any 
wines from outside the state, and 
it is up to the state's law enforce- 
ment officers to see that it is en- 
forced,” said M. H. Robinson, execu- 
tive of the largest winery now op- 
erating in Atlanta, recently. ‘“Sher- 
iffs, police, and other officers should 
seize every load of contraband wine 
that comes into the state, just as 
they try to seize every load of con- 
traband liquor. The laws are equal- 
ly specific in both cases.” 

U. S. Aid Sought. 


On the other hand, Paul Garrett, 
executive of another large winery,| 
just starting operation here, believes 
that the provision of the Georgia law 
prohibiting importation of wine into'| 
this state can best be enforced by} 
the Federal Alcohol Enforcement |

decision rendered on November 9, last, 
in the case of California vs. Young's 
Market Company et al. In this case 
the plaintiffs sought an injunction to 
prevent collection of a license.fee of 
$500 imposed by the state of Califor- 
nia for the privilege of importing beer 
to any place within its borders. 

In ruling for the defendants, declar- 
ing that the license fee in question was 
constitutional, the court points out 
that the 2lst amendment, that which 
repealed prohibition, “prohibited” the 


transportation or importation” of in-| 


toxicating liquors into any state “in 
violation of the Jaws thereof and thus 
abrogated the right to import free, 
so far as concerns intoxicating liquors. 
Pointing out the powers of the states 
on this question, under the 21st amend- 
ment, the court said “If it may per- 
mit the domestic manufacture of beer 
and exclude all made without’ the 
state,’ may it not, instead of abso- 
lute exclusion, subject the foreign 
article to a heavy importation fee? 

Simply substitute the word wine for 
beer in this decision and you have the 
answer to the constitutionality of the 
Georgia law which prohibits the im- 
portation of wine into this state. 

Use of Fruit Products. 

It will, however, take from five to 
ten years to develop vineyards in 
Georgia capable of supplying the im- 
mediate demand for grapes for wine- 
making.

So, it would appear the part of 
wisdom for the man who owns as 
much as 25 acres of suitable, sandy 
soil, to plant it in muscadine ‘vines to- 
day. They will grow easily, with 
little attention. This is demonstrated 
by the lone muscadine vines to be 
seen on the grape arbor of almost 
every rural, southern home today. 


$30 Per Ton. 

The owner of these 25 acres in 
grapes should produce between 75 and 
125 tons of graves per annum, which 
should bring a gross income of from 
$30 to $40 per ton. 

If,, encouraged by legislation and 
popular demand for his product, this 
grower of grapes equips himself with 
the simple machinery to convert his 
fruit into wine, his gross income 
should run anywhere from $10,000 to 
$20,000 per annum. 


For instance: If he develops 500 
gallons of wine per acre }2 has 12,500 
gallons. The price for good, sound 
wine throughout the country today, of 
the light. natural table wine vari- 
eties, is from 40 cents to $1 a bottle. 
But if the grower sells his wine for 
only 25 cents per bottle, or $1.25 
per gailon, his gross income w':. range 
And im- 
proved product will bring’ higher 
prices, as his label and trade name 
becomes known for excellence of his 
goods. 


To a man of intelligence and ordi- 
nary ideas of cleanliness and _ sani- 
tary surroundings it is said that 
nothing is simpler than the fermenta- 
tion of good sound wines. With some 
help from the agricultural depart- 
ment in training in modern methods 
of fermentation by the use of highly 
aeveloped, cultivated yeasts, the vint- 
ner should avoid all pitfalls and, as 
the years, pass, make better and bet- 
ter wines, 


There is, it seems, an opportunity 
knocking at the doors of many owners 
of agricultural land in Georgia. The 
land which now is wearing out in 
cotton cultivation, tobacco growth and 
other crops, may be made into a per- 
manent investment in a- reasonable 
length of time. 

And grape vines have a natura) 
life of not less than 100 years, pro- 
viding security for generations. if the 
right legislation only retains for the 
grower the right to make his grapes 
into wine and to sell his product, 
as other farm produce is sold, to the 
homes. of Georgia.

Registration of Georgia Lawyers 
Ordered at Judges’ Meeting Here 


New Rules of Court Procedure Adopted at Session Affect 
Bar Examinations and Filing of Exceptions To 
Charges From Bench. 


Registration within 90 days of all 
attorneys practicing in the state will 
be required under rules adopted by 
the superior court judges of Georgia 
in session here yesterday. 

Under the regulation 
must file their names, addresses, 
place and date of admission to the 
practice of law, and the manner in 
which they were admitted to the bar 
with the clerk of the superior court 
of their home county who will keep 
& permanent record of all practicing 
attorneys. As new lawyers are admit- 
ted to practice, they will be required 
to file similar information. 

This list will also be filed with the 
clerk of the supreme court of Georgia 
and when lawyers retire they will 
notify the clerk of their retirement. 
Failure to comply with any of these 
new regulations will be considered 
contempt of court, the judges ruled. 

Exceptions to Charge. 

Among other rules of court proce- 
dure changed by the judges was one 
dealing with the exception to the 
judges charge to juries. 

“All exceptions to the charge of 
the court or the failure to charge 
shall be calied to the attention of the 
trial judge before the jury renders its 
verdict,” the new rule provides. 
“While a new trial may be granted 
for an erroneous charge against the 
applicant on a material point, a new 
trial shall not be granted except in 
the discretion of the judge hearing 
the motion where the exception was 
not noted until after rendition of the 
verdict.” 

The judges further amended court 
rules to provide when both parties 
move for a directed verdict it shall

Bar Examinations.

To Submit Social Security Queries 


Only a few more’days remain in 
which to have your Social Security 
problems straightened out by The Con- 
stitution’s Washington Information 
Service. 

Whatever your worry in this re 
spect, submit your query to the Social 
Security Editor of The Constitution. 
It will be sent air mail to Washing- 
ton, a correct ruling obtained and pub- 
lished promptly, using your initials as 
identifying signature. 

Your problem may be the same as 
one answered here today. 

Q. I own an engraving plant, hav- 
ing several employes. 1 do my own 
engraving. Have filled in employer's 
blank. Should I also fill in employe’s 
form for myself? I receive no defi- 
nite salary, but take what is left, large 
a. expenses are deducted. 
a . ° 

A. Self-employers and bona fide 
members of partnerships are not clas- 
sified as employes according to Bu- 
reau of Internal Revenue regulations, 
and are not eligible for old age re- 
tirement benefits under the Social Se- 
curity Act. Officers of a. corporation 
are classified as employes and are 
eligible to benefits under the old-age 
retirement provisions of the act. 


Part Time Workers. 

Q. I have 15 women doing part 
time work—three to five days a week, 
putting in possibly three or tour hours 
au day. 1 pay them each week, strictly 
cowmission, ou money turned in to 
me by them. Une week they make $38, 
the next perhaps, $4. Are they in- 
cluded under the Social Security Act? 

A. All employes in an included em- 
ployment within the United States 
come under the old-age retirement pro- 
visions of the Social Security Act, re- 
gardless of the form of remuneration 
they receive froni their employer. 


I am an employer with only 
one employe. I was 6o in February, 
1936. Will I, as an employer, have 
to pay tax on myself although 1 am 
already 65?—T. D. M. 

A. Self-employers and persons who 
have reached the age of 65 before Jan- 
uary 1, 1937, are not eligible for old- 
age retirement benefits under the So- 
cial Security Act. 


(. My firm is incorporated under 
the Georgia law. Two men are rez- 
ularly employed. Are they entitled to 
apply for Social Security benefits ’—

A. All emplores in included employ- 
ment within the United States are en- 
titled to old age retirement benefits 
under the Social Security Act. 


Already Past 65. 

Q. Is a party who has_ already 
reached the age 6 and is still work- 
ing subject to this tax? Does his com- 
pany or employer have to include his 
wages or salary in their 1936 returns, 
if be had reached 65 prior to Janu- 
ary 1. 19386?—W. ¥. N, 

A. Persons who have reached age 
65 before January 1, 1937, are not 
eligible for old-age retirement bene- 
fits under the Social Security Act, 
and neither are they nor their em- 
ployers to make contributions on their 
wages. 


Q. Does a corporation hare to pay 
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tax and deduct same from the sal- 
aries of an officer of the organiza- 
tion?—W. T. N. 

A. Officers. of a corporation are 
classified as employes and are treat- 
ed the same as other employes both 
as to contributions and benefits un- 
der the Social Security Act. 


Salesman’s Status. 

Q@. Where a corporation § sells _ its 
goods through salesmen strictly on a 
commission basis for other houses, 
are the commissions taxable and does 
the corporation pay a tax on the 
amount it receives ?—W. T. N. 

A. The status of a salesman deter- 
mines whether he is eligible to old 
age retirement benefits under the So- 
cial Security Act. If his relation- 
ship to the corporation for which he 
works is that of employer to employe, 
he is classified as an employe regard- 
less of the fact that he is paid on a 
commission basis. If he is classified 
as an independent contractor, he is 
not eligible for old-age retirement bene- 
fits under the act. In general, an in- 
dividual is an employe when the per- 
son for whom he performs services 
has the right to control and direct 
him, not only as to the result tuo be 
accomplished by the work, but also 
as to the details and means by which 
that result is accomplished. An offi- 
cial ruling to determine the status 
may be obtained by submitting full 
particulars to the commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue, Washington, D. C. 


Teachers. Excluded. 

Q. Do teachers in state colleges 
come under the provisions of the So- 
cial Security Act? Do they pay tax 
on their salaries? FE. S. 

A. Tenchers in state colleges are 
not eligible for old-age retirement 
benefits under the Social Security 
Act, because the act excepts enploves 
of a state or an_ instrumentality 
thereof. 


Q. If teachers are included, and 
should become disabled before reaching 
65. can they get any compensation 
from the fund? E. S. 

A. See answer above. 


Q. If teachers shonld change their 
occupations. what effect would this 
have? If they give up work. or have 
to atop do they continue to pay tax? 


A. Persons who change their work 
to an “included emplorment”™ are then 
eligible for old-age retirement benefits 
under the Social Security Act. Their 
benefits are compute on their earn- 
ings in an included employment with- 
in the United States between Decem- 
her 31, 1936. and the date of 65th 
birthday. Contributions by the em- 
plore are made only when drawing 
wages for employment in an included 
employment. 

Booklets on Subject. 

Q. Is there any printed information 
available for distribution on the sub- 
ject of this act? . 8. 

A. The Social Security Board. 
Washington, D. C.. has a number of 
explanatory booklets covering the va- 
rious provisions of the Social Security 
Act, which can he obtained-upon re- 
quest to the board. 


Q. How does a carpenter stand un- 
der this law. who works first on one 
job and then on another? M. B. 

A. His status nnder the Social Se 
curity Act depencsa upon whether he 
is classified as an independent con- 
tractor or as an employe. In gen- 
eral, a person is an independent con- 
tractor if he is subject to the con- 
tro’ or direction of another merely as

Traveler’s Question. 
Q. I am a traveling salesman for 
an out-of-town concern. My salary 18 


-{$150 a month, and I am paid $100 a 


month for the use of my car. In mak- 
ing application to the Social Security 
Board, should I include the $100 with 
my salary? E. L. B. 

A. Regulation No. 91 of the Bu- 
reau of Internal Revenue provide that 
amounts paid to traveling salesmen or 
other employes as allowance or reim- 
bursement for traveling or other ex- 
penses incurred in the business of the 
employer constitute wages only to the 
extent of the excess of such amounts 
over such expenses actually incurred 
and accounted for by the employe. The 
wages of an employe. are reported by 
the employer and not by the employe. 


Q. I will be 60 years old in Jan- 
vary, 1937. At the above salary, how 
much in taxes will I pay before I 
am 65, and how mucb will I draw 
then in benefit? E. L. B. ; 

A. Assuming that you work five 
years before reaching age 65 at $150 
a month, you will pay $108 in contri- 
butions and will receive a monthly 
old-age retirement benefit of approxi- 
mately $20 a month upon reaching 
age 65, or if you continue working 
after 65, when you retire. 

Q. When must the application be 
filed, and where may I obtain a 
blank? E. L. B. 

A. Employes’ applications for ac 
count number should be filed by De 
cember 5. 1936, or as soon thereafter 
as possible. An application blank can 
be obtained from the local postmaster. 

Q. Why are farmers and agricul- 
tural laborers prohibited from sharing 
in the Social Security Act? Will there 
be some provision made for this class? 


A. Undoubtedly, the administrative 
difficulties. of including all agricul- 
tural labor under the Social Security 
Act was a factor in excepting agricul- 
tural workers. Proposals to include 
them have been discussed and will 
very likely be placed before the next 
congress. No prediction about the out- 
come of the proposals can be made.

and their fourth of the week, point- 
edly told him he must remember that 
under the statute of Westmiuster, he 
was King of each dominion as well 
as King and emperor of the British 
empire. 

The source for this disclosure said 
further that: Baldwin's statement in 
commons “reduced the issue tu a clear 
cut one” with next move up to Ed- 
ward himself. 

When the King’s final decision 
would be made known was as uncer- 
tain as what it would be. 


The fact that Baldwin called a cabi- 
net session for Saturday and that he 
summoned Viscount Craigavon, pre- 
mier of northern Ireland, from Bel- 
fast to London, indicated the King 
ag not determined on what he must 
0. 
Yesterday while the empire and the 
world at large hung on every syllable, 
Baldwin in unmistakable language 
warned the King, in effect, to exert 
his will over that of his government 
and his dominions if he wished—but 
to sacrifice the throne of his forefa- 
thers as the price. 

‘The tight-lipped prime minister 
served notice to the world that he 
was as irrevocably determined as ever 
to force the willful sovereign to choose 
between his right to marry as _ he 
wished and his right to retain the 
scepter of the British empire. 

Anxious subects, torn between loy- 
alty to their King and respect for 
his government, had hoped Baldwin's 
speech would leave some clear way 
out of the crisis. 

All such hopes were dashed by the 
plain phrases in which the stern prime 
minister couched his ultimatum. 

No Morganatic Marriage. 

Any so-called morganatic marriage 
by which Mrs, Simpson might become 
the King’s legal wife but not his 
Queen was out of the question, Bald- 
win said. 

British law, he pointed out, made 
no provision for such an alliance. 

Edward might marry legally whom- 
soever he chose, Baldwin told the 
tense members of parliament, but his 
wife must become automatically the 
Queen of England. a rank Baldwin is 
determined shall not fall to Mrs. Simp- 
gon. a twice-divorced woman. 

The two principals in the amazing 
modern enactment of the love against 
an empire theme, were miles apart to- 
day while the forces of a kingdom were 
being brought to bear on the deter- 
mination of a young monarch to marry 
according to the dictates of his own 
heart and conscience without interfer- 
ence from anybody. 

Mrs. Simpson, carefully and at 
times pugnaciously shielded from the 
curious, was speeding through France 
toward a cecret hideaway until the 
King should make his decision for her 
or the throne, or should work out a 
way to keep both—an eventuality that 
seemed doomed to frustration tonight. 

Two Strong Wills. 

Edward, weary and sore of heart 
after his third day of struggling 
against the tide of empire. sought ref- 
uge in his secluded country lodge at 
Fort Belvedere—where Mrs. Simpson 
stood side by side with him throuch- 
out the ordeal of Thursday, fleeing 
th upon Edward's insistence, friends 
said. : 

There was no word forthcoming 
from the heavily guarded retreat on 
how the King reacted to Baldwin's 
flatly clear ultimatum—official verifi- 
cation of what Baldwin was generally 
believed to have told Edward in three 
stormy sessions this week. 

Conferences Continue. 

There was no word from either the 
Queen’s or the Duke's households as 
to whether Mrs. Simpson’s departure 
from the scene of conflict had eased 
the royal tension. 

Mrs. Simpson had been prevailed 
upon to go away and stay away until 
after Edward's coronation—scheduled 
for next May—only upon the King's 
assurance he would not abdicate, an 
authoritative source said. 

Meetings and conferences between 
some of the principals in the incred- 
ible drama continued into the night. 

Sir John Simon remained behind 
closed doors with Baldwin when the 
prime minister returned from his 
visit to Edward, who in turn received 
the Archbishop of Canterbury after 
Baldwin left. 

The archbishop, intractable foe of 
Edward's association with Mrs. Simp- 
son, earlier had issued a statement 
calling for prayers to be offered in 
all Church of England parishes Sun- 
day “that God in these momentous 
hours rule over the decisions of the 
King and of his government for the 
lasting good of the realm and empire.” 

Bishop's Statement. 

The statement of the churchman 
read: 

“At this moment of deep anxiety 
and bewilderment in the public mind 
I venture to express two earnest 
hopes. 

“The first is that during this criti- 
cal week end, especially on Sunday, 
those who have the duty to speak to 
the people from the pulpit or other- 
- wise will refrain from speaking di- 
rectiy on matters which have arisen 
affecting the King himself and his sub- 
jects. 

“Words spoken with imperfect 
knowledge of an extremely difficult 
and delicate situation can give no 
helpful guidance and may only mis- 
lead or confuse public thought and 
feeling. 

“I hope, indeed I take it for grant- 
ed. that on Sunday prayers will be 
offered in all our churches, as surely 
ther must be continually offered in 
the hearts of all Christian people that 
God in these momentous hours rule 
over the decisions of the King and of 
his government for the lasting good 
of the realm and empire.” 

After an earlier refusal to answer 
questions on the crisis from the floor, 
to which he repeated his reply of the 
day before that he “had no statement 
to make,” Baldwin late in the after- 
noon finally arose again and solemnly 
intoned his realization of “the advisa- 
bility” of making a statement. 

“Suggestions have appeared in cer- 
tain sectiens of the press yesterday 
(Thursday) and again today,” he said, 
speaking slowly and with a sharp in- 
flection. “that if the King decided to 
marry, his wife need not become Queen. 

“Those ideas sre without constitu- 
tional foundation. 

“There is no such thing as what is 
called a morgsunatic marriage known 
to our law. The royal marriage act of 
1772 has ——— to the sov- 

ign himself. - 

* pence No Special Legislation. 

“Tts only effect is that the marriage 
of any other member of the royal 
femily is null and void unless the 
govereign'’s consent, declarea under the 
great seal, is first obtained. 

“This act, therefore, has nothing to 
do with the present case. The King 
himself requires no Consent of any

“The only possible way in which 
this result could be avoided. would be 
by legislation dealing with a particu- 
lar case, 

“His majesty’s government are not 
prepared to introduce such legislation. 

“However, the matters to be dealt 
with are of common concern to the 
commonwealth as a whole, and such a 
change could not be effected without 
the assent of all dominions. 

“I am satisfied from inquiries I 
have made that this assent would not 
be forthcoming. 

“I have felt it right to make this 
statement wefore the house adjourns 
today in c«der to remove & wide mis- 
understanding.” 

Attlee Prods Premier. 

Frequent cheers greeted the prime 
minister's clipped sentences of assur- 
ance that he and his ministers are 
determined to force the King’s hand. 

His words were uttered after re- 
peated efforts from the floor sought 
public explanation of Baldwin's pri- 
vate views. 

Baldwin's assurance his govern- 
ment was not prepared to introduce 
legislation permitting a morganatic 
marriage for the King under present 
circumstances was greeted with loud 
and prolonged cheers, clear indication 
of the majority sentiment among the 


members. 

Clement R. Attlee, Laborite leader, | 
played the role he had taken the day 
before and formally sought to draw| 
out the prime minister in delicately 
phrased questions. 

Heavily, Baldwin arose to each at- 
tempt to say only he “had nothing 
to add” to previous responses that 
he “had no statement.” 

Those regarded as staunch cham- 
pions of the monarch in the crisis were 
left without an opportunity to speak 
their views because of the sudden- 
ness with which the session was ad- 
journed after Raldwin’s remarks. 

Included among those thonght to be 
aligned on the side of the King were 
Colonel Josiah Wedgwood and Win- 
ston Churchill, generally mentioned as 
the statesman on whom Edward 
would first call to form a new cab- 
inet should Baldwin and his ministers 
resign. 

Edward's Move Next. 

Baldwin throughout the dark day 
plainly evidence the strain he had 
been under since he took the leader- 
ship of those bitterly opposed to any 
match between Edward and the former 
Baltimore woman. 

His face drawn and heavy, he fre- 
quently leaned far forward in his zeal, 
his coat drooping over his red dis- 
patch case. 

The events of the day, bursting upon 
a British populace kept in ignorance 
of’ the crisis by weeks of voluntary 
press censorship, definitely laid the 
next move at Edward's door. 

Baldwin had spoken as he said for 
his government and the dominions. 
The picture he painted was one of 
gloom for Edward should he cleave 
to Mrs. Simpson. 

What the King would do next he 
told Baldwin who brought the mes- 
sage from Belvedere to give to the 
cabinet tomorrow, However firmly 
the King and Baldwin oppose each)

The Duke of York, who many Eng- 
lishmen believe may succeed his broth- 
er as King over the week-end, it was 
revealed, consulted with his mother,

Wally’s Early Love Lije, Wedding 
To Ernest Simpson Is Described 


Simplicity Marked Second ,Marriage of American-Born 
Friend of King Edward in England on 
July 21, 1928. 


The life story of Wallis Warfield 
Simpson, the world’s most romantic 
figure, is continued in this eleventh 
of a series of articles, in which her 
introduction to court circles is de- 
scribed.

Wally found new love in New York. 
It was there she worked the magic of 
her charms on Ernest A. Simpson— 
Manhattan-born, Harvard graduate, 
war-time efficer in the gaily decked 
Coldstream Guards of His Majesty the 
King. 

It was not long after her divorce 
from Lieutenant Earl Winfield Spen- 
cer, United States navy, in December, 
1927. She was still in the Washing- 
ton social whirl, living at the Warren 
Green hotel in Warrenton, Va. And 
she had a wounded heart—the result 
of her unhappy affair with Senor Fel- 
ipe A. Espil. now the Argentine am- 
bassador to the United States. 

Simpson was a. year younger than 
she. He cut a handsome figure; had 
led a glamorous life bimself what with 
jumping from college to uniform and 
back again. and in and out of mar- 
riage. Both fancied the gay life. 

The mutual: friend who brought 
them togetber was the former Mary 
Kirk, of Baltimore. By that time she 
was Mrs. Jacques Raffray, living, like 
Simpson, in New York. She and Wal- 
ly were childhood chums. They went 
to school together at fashionable Arun- 
del in Baltimore and made their debut 
the same December night in 1914. 
Mary Kirk was one of Wally’s brides- 
maids at her marriage to Spencer. 

Chit-chat over the tea tables today 
has it that Mrs. Raffray will become 
the third Mrs. Simpson once the final 
decree is granted at Ipswich, England. 
Sailing for London the other day, she 
didn’t deny it. merely pointing out 
she was still Mrs. Raffray. 

But that’s another story. Simpson, 
in 1997 and 1928. was in the New 
York office of the ship-chartering firm 
of Simpson, Spine & Young. He had 
heen divorced in 1925 by the former 
Dorothea Parsons Dechert, who moth- 
ers their 12-year-old daughter in a 
Madison avenue apartment. 

Simpson lived in the four-story 
brownstone at 59 West Eighty-eighth 
street, just off Central Park West. 
where his mother still has her home 
today. 

He was of Anglo-American _back- 
ground. His father, Ernest L. Simp- 
son, was a Briton: his mother. an 
American. He was born in 1897 in 
the Eighty-eighth street house, which 
sits in a block not quite what it was 
at the turn of the century. Room- 
ing house signs give it a tawdry as- 
ect. 

Simpson went to Harvard. Then 
big guns rumbled over Europe. He 
left and enlisted in the swank Cold- 
stream Guards. In six months he had 
a second lieutenant’s commission. The 
war over, he returned to college and 
graduated in 1919. 

Wally and he bad a common sub- 
ject to help romance along the way. 
It was the war. He had been very 
close to it; she had known the thrill 
of it as a naval officer’s wife. 

Simpson was called to London to 
join his father in the management of 
the home office of the firm. He was 
first attorney, later a partner—and 
his fortune grew. : 

It was not long after Simpson sailed 
that Wally felt the urge to travel. 
Oddly enough, she chose England. And 
this time she went alone, not with 
her aunt, Mrs. D. Buchanan Merry- 
man, of Washington, as chaperon. 

They met again—and there was no 
doubt it was love. They slipped away 
to the registry office in Chelsea and 
were married, July 21, 1928. It was 
the quietest sort of wedding. No 
showers. No dinner parties. No recep- 
tions. There was none of the pomp of 
the bridal in Baltimore 12 years be- 
fore. 

Wally was a virtual stranger in 
London then. She strolled in the 
streets of Piccadilly, past St. James's 
Palace. without the slightest notion 
that Edward, Prince of Wales, then 
resident there, was later to pay her 
court. 9 

There were many tneventful eve 
nings for her as the wife of Simpson, 
the shipping man, for a while. Their 
circle of acquaintances was not fro- 
bust. But they went to night clubs 
and theatre first nights. and soon there 
were small gatherings in their flat at 
12 Upper Berkeley street. 

The circle widened. Simpson came 
to realize that his fetching wife was 
a cynosure. They met Michael Arlen 
and Noel Coward. They made the 
acquaintance of other writers, artists, 
actors and actresses. Their clique was 
gradually growing to embrace the 
sparkling set in which Edward, Prince 
of Wales, stepped for relaxation from 
the onerous task of salesman of the 
British Empire. : 

Friends began remarking about the 


personality of the new hostess from 
America. They laughed at her gay 
quips, spoke ot her scintillating wit. 
They whispered about the fragility of 
her figure and complimented her on 
the tempting viands she set upon her 
table for midnight snacks. 

Wally built a better mousetrap— 
and important people began beating a 
path to her door. 

Simpson was well situated in his 
business. There have been various re- 
ports about his financial position. 
Some say he is worth a quarter of a 
million dollars. Others put his income 
at the English equivalent of $80,000 a 
year; the belittlers say it’s not more 
than $10, : 

In any event, Simpson dressed his 
wife in the manner to which she had 
been accustomed. Wally became known 
as a smart dresser—as she had been 
on this side of the world. She Ts 
in Paris and learned the art -that 
comes from the shears of Schiaparelli. 

Wally was not a sociel climber. She 
didn't have to be. Yet she knew how 
to choose companions. She selected 
from among the best. 

The Upper Berkeley street apart- 
ment became inadequate for their 
gatherings, and they moved to Bryan- 
ston Court. Simpson fetched a deco- 
rator from Paris and had the suite done 
over in the best fashion. 

Wally drew people—the right peo 
ple—to her like a magnet. The magic 
of her voice was an open sesame to 
the most impassable chambers. It was 
not difficult. It was the thing to be 
expected. In no time at all she was 
established. In 1932 she was present- 
ed to their Majesties. Buckingham 
Palace was open to her.

BRITISH CHURCHES

Archbishop of Canterbury 
Orders Congregations To 


Ask Divine Guidance. 


LONDON, Dec. 4.—(?) — The 
Archbishop of Canterbury announced 
today that prayers will be offered in 
all Church of England churches on 
Sunday “that God may in these 
momentous hours, rule over the de- 
cisions of the King and of his gov- 
ernment for the lasting good of the 
realm and empire.” 

The head of the Church of Eng- 
land, who has steadily opposed the 
King’s wish to warry Mrs. Simpson, 
issued the following statement: 

“At this moment of deep anxiety 
and bewilderment in the public mind 
I venture to express two earnest 
hopes. 

“The first is that during this criti- 
cal week-end, especially on Sunday, 
those who have the duty to speak to 
the people from the pulpit or other- 
wise will refrain from speaking di- 
rectly on matters which have arisen 
affecting the King himself and his 
subjects. 

“Words spoken with imperfect 
knowledge of an extremely difficult 
and delicate situation can give no 
helpful guidance and may only mis- 
lead or confuse public thought and 
feeling. Silence ig fitting until the 
ultimate decisions have been made 
known. 

“I hope, indeed I take it for grant- 
ed that on Sunday prayers will be 
offered in all our churches, as surely 
they must be continually offered in 
the hearts of all Christian people 
that God may in these momentous

Forced to Abdicate. 


As Crown Prince, Carol married 
morganatically a commoner, Zizi Lam- 
brino, and they had a son. The na- 
tion’s disfavor of the match forced 
him to abdicate. Later, he divorced 
her, married Princess Helen, of 
Greece, and assumed the Rumanian 
throne. Lately bis subjects have com- 
plained about his red-haired friend, 
Mme. Lupescu. 

The late King Manuel II, of Por- 
tugal, was a gay blade. He had a 
weakness for dancers—Gypsy in Paris, 
a Ruesian ballerina and a Parisian 
actress, Gaby Deslys, all claimed his 
attention. His subjects didn't like it. 
In 1908, he heard guns outside the 
palace and was told he'd better leave. 
He left and never went back. 

The same sort of thing was hap- 
pening in the Englieh line of kings 
1.000 years ago. King Edwy the 
Fair, who reigned from 955 to 959, 
married a cousin, Ethelgiva., without 
benefit of clergy a year before he took 
the throne. When he refused to. give 
her up, the clergy, led by the fa- 
mous St. Dunstan, seized her, burned 
her face with red hot irons and ban- 
ished her to Ireland, where she died 
of torture at the age of 18. Then they 
forced Edwy to abdicate and replaced 
him with his younger brother, Edgar. 

Henry II Quit. 


Henry II, who sat on the throne 
from 1154 to 1189, quit suddenly aft- 
er quite a bit of trouble between his 
wife, Queen Elenaore, and his girl 
friend, Joan Clifford, the ‘Fair Rosa- 
mond” all the poets wrote about later. 

King John (Lackland), who signed 
the Magna Charta in his rule from 
1199 to 1216, did not pause to con- 
sider the effect when he divorced his 
first wife and seized a second. Pope 
Innocent III excommunicated him. In 
those days, excommunicated persons 
just weren't kings. 

Edward II was forced to quit after 
reigning from 1307 to 1327. His wife, 


lost his place in the third triumvirate | 


| Queen Isabella, of France, was bored 
with him. She had him murdered later 


to make sure of domestic peace. 

The usual formula was reversed by 
brave Margaret of Anjou, Queen of 
Henry VI. When he abdicated in face 
of the forces of Joan of Arc, Mar- 
garet raised an army and. put the 
crown back on his head. But it was 
no use. Henry had to abdicate all over 
again. 

His father’s women friends caused 
trouble for Edward VY. He abdicated 
because of claims he was an illegiti- 
mate child. 

(Jueen Mary, of an early day, was 
more stubborn than most kings. Her 
people hated her marriage to Philip 
of Spain, but she kept both husband 
and crown. 

King Forced Out. 

William ot Urange reached the Eng- 
lish throne in 1688 at the invitativn 
of the British people, who forced out 
James II after he married a Catholic, 
Mary Beatrice, William and his Queen 
Mary, were both Protestants. 

French kings and queens were as 
devoted as the English to the abdicate- 
for-love custom. 

Irene, Empress of the East, put her 
son, Constantine VI, to death in 788 
in order to marry Charlemagne, the 
Emperor of the West. But ber subjects 
opposed the match, and she had to 
abdicate. 

Robert II, who ruled France from 
996 to 1031, was threatened with ex- 
communication unless he divorced his 
wife, a Cousin, Bertha. He did what 
the Pope said, and saved his crown. 

King Gets Even. 

The Count of Castile tried to force 
abdication of King Ordono III, of 
Spain. Ordono got even by divorcing 
the Count’s daughter. 

The good Queen Christina, of Swe- 
den, was strangely similar and yet a 
strange contrast to England’s Edward 
VIII. Like him, she was loved by her 
subjects. As he did while he was 
Prince of Wales, she refused her sub- 
jects’ entreaties that she marry. But 
instead of acquiring a friend, as King 
Edward has, she abdicated to get 
away from marriage and died an ec- 
centric old maid. 

That was in the eeventeenth cen- 
tury. A hundred years before, Mary 
Queen of Scots, was pushed from the 
throne of Scotland after the murder of 
her first husband, Darnley, and her 
marriage to James Hepburn. She was 
finally beheaded by order of England's 
Queen Elizabeth, who was jealous of 
her beauty. 

Altogether, women have toppled 
about as many thrones as have wars, 
which upset such recen narchs as 
the German Kaiser an@ Russia‘’s Czar 
Nicholas. 


Noted Chemist Is 
Speaker on Emory Cen- 
tennial Program. 


The decaying waste matter of south- 
ern farms was described as the basis 
of an industry that will solve the eco- 
nomic problems of tbe future by Wil- 
ham J. Hale, noted Michigan chemist, 
In an address Friday night at the 
Opening of the Emory University cen- 
tennial celebration. 

Alcohol, which can be made from 
fermented waste matter, will form the 
chemical backbone of this new indus- 
try, Dr. Hale, a director of organic 
research, stated. He visioned the new 
industry ag @ cp-ordination of the fac- 
tory and the farm in which all -waste 
products will be interchanged and 
utilized to the utmost. 

Hale called this industrial 
method of the tuture ‘‘chemurgy.” 
Build For Abundance. 

“Evidence is accumulating on every 
hand that points directly to chemurzy 
as the only hope for a stranded and 
distraught people,’ he said. “As we 
build anew in the light of scientific 
procedure, we shall build for an abun- 
dant life and activity and thus make 
doubly secure a happiness and con- 
tentment that has long been overdue.” 

The famed chemist spoke before a 
large audience in Glenn Memorial au- 
ditorium on the Emory campus, where 
the celebration of the institution's 
1U0Uth anniversary is now in progress.

on.

But offi- 
cial circles worried lest weakening of 
the British throne weaken Europe’s 
shaky peace structure. 

Madrid—Romantice Spain was too 
busy fighting today to take any inter- 
est in other nation’s troublese—even 
affairs of the heart.

LIEUT. L. E. LASTINGER, 
AGED VETERAN, PASSES 


Confederate Officer 
Been Mayor of Adel, Law- 
yer and Judge. 


Lieutenant Lacey E. Lastinger, 93, 
Confederate veteran and one of the 
most outstanding Georgians at _ the 
Confederate Soldiers’ home, died yes- 
terday at the home after a heart at- 
tack suffered Thursday. 

Lieutenant Lastinger had had a long 
and distinguished career of service to 
his native Georgia. Author, attorney 
and. mayor and judge at Adel, Ga., 
had been among his activities since 
the war. 

Following his death, officials of the 
home found what is believed to be the 
only complete muster of all Georgia 
regiments serving in the War Between 
the States. The records were discov- 
ered in his room and will be of great 
value to Georgia history, officials said. 

Lieutenant Lastinger volunteered at 
the outbreak of hostilities and became 
associated with Companies D and K 
of the Twenty-ninth Georgia regi- 
He served under Colonel Wil- 
liam D. Mitchell and Captain John 
C. Lamb, and later was placed in 
command of Companies K and H of 
the same regiment. 

He participated in the battles of 
Tennessee Mountain, Jonesboro, Vicks- 
burg, Jackson, Missionary 
Nashville and Murphreesboro. Two of 
his brothers lost their lives in the 
war. 3 

He was made a federal prisoner in 
December of 1865 and was sent to 
Johnson’s Island. He was honorably 
discharged from duty June 16, 1865. 

Lieutenant Lastinger wrote a com- 
plete history of Berrien county’s par- 
ticipation in the war, entitled “The 
Confederate War.” He was also the 
author of several law books: 

He was born at Adel, August 8, 
1843. At the close of the war he 
resumed the practice of law at Adel, 
and later served there as mavor and 
judge. He had been a resident of 
the home less than a vear. 

Surviving are three sons, B. G. 
Lastinger, Valdosta; W. O. Lastinger, 
Bronson, Fla., and J. N. Lastinger, 
Sparks, Ga., and two sisters, Mrs. 
Nebraska Eady, Nashville, Ga., and 
Mrs. Billie McDonald, Valdosta. 

Funeral services will be held to 
morrow at Adel, where the body wil] 
be taken today by J. Austin Dillon.

During the war M. Salengro was a 
cyclist. One day he went wut to bring 
in some wounded comrade who was 
lying out in No-Man’s land and failed 
to return. He was reported killed, but 
as he gave signs of life by writing 
home from a prison camp in Ger- 
many, stating that he had been taken 
prisoner, he wus cited before a court 
martial of his division for desertion. 
This is the usual procedure in such 
cases. Every missing man, everyone 
that is, who was captured, had to be 
passed upon by a court martial. 

In spite of his absence, M. Salengro 
was acquitted of the charge of deser- 
tion. He was sertenced to two years’ 
close confinement in Germsny for re- 
fusing to work in a munition factory, 
deeming that he could not belp in the 
manufacture of stuff that would be 
used against his countrymen, A very 
brave act. | 

Now recently a newspaper began a 
campaign of slander agains Salengro, 
saying that only influence had saved 
him from being condemned to death. 
Although sn army committee, appoint- 
el by the government with General 
Gamelin, chief of the general staff, at 
its head, fully exonerated him, the 
newspaper in question returned again 
ond again to the charge. His wife 
died of grief. Tlis mother became des- 
perately ill. His sister died of worry. 
All this proved too much. 

“They could not dishonor me,” he 
wrote in a last letter to the premier, 
“but I had no strength to keep up the 
battle. I am neither a deserter nor a 
traitor.”

the two pieces of the shoe without a 
Steadman admitted the whole 
thing, ineluding the ringer. He _ has- 
tened to say, being himself in the steel 
business, that there must have been a 
slight defect ther all the time, thongh 
we had never been able to detect it— 
that it was a shoe made by pouring 
steel and not a wrought fabric, and 
so on. Anyway, there was the strang- 
est wreck I have seen this year. And 
I would like to ask all the horseshoe 
rlavers in the congregation if they 
ever knew of just such a wreck, 

Of course we have a new set of 
shoes, but that doesn’t mean that 
we're going to throw the old pair in 
the garbage can. No, no. That old pair 
of horseshoes, like so many other sim- 
ple little objects in this world, are 
very precious. They signify something 
that is stronger than death—the last- 
ing ties of hcaven-born friendships. I 
haven’t heard what Brother Ches had 
to say wen he heard about the cracked 
shoe.

here never contended he was a wizard at statesman- 
ship. They knew also he would sooner or later attempt to assert his 
independence of the British politicians in his private life. That seems 
to have been his one ambition for years. But no one suspected he would 
be foolish enough to fight an issue he had no chance of winning. They 
expected him at least to choose a question in which he had the right 
and popular side, 

Behind the turn of events during the last few days is, of course, the 
same old inside struggle between king and prime minister, going back to 
Victoria’s day and beyond. Their relationship in the British government 
often makes for a natural conflict of personalities, which Edward’s prede- 
cessors have solved by invariable subservience. 

Those who know about such things are wondering what would have 
happened this time if the spunky but unwise King had chosen an issue 
in which the church was not involved. He might have had a chance if 
he had made a marriage choice, or selected a line of private conduct, 
displeasing only to Premier Baldwin, whom he never liked anyway. As it 
was, Baldwin wisely remained in the background and let the church take 
the leadership in presenting the problem to the British nation. 

The impression is general in official quarters here, therefore, that 
the King reaily lost his fight when he first chose the issue. To abide 
by the wishes of church and cabinet meant permanent recognition of 


his limited sphere. To abdicate meant surrender. 
SYMPATHIES Published dispatches relate that Baldwin told the 

: King the American government had informally ad- 
vised him it was opposed to the marriage. 

Mr. Baldwin must have misunderstood what he heard from Washing- 
ton, or else he was using an imaginative argument to influence the King. 
The American government has told him nothing, informally or otherwise. 
It will not even whisper internationally about the matter, because it has 
no interest in it. The ex-Mrs. Simpson is a British subject. 

But if it makes any difference to Mr. Baldwin or the King, most 
American officials personally agree with the stand taken by the cabinet 
and the church.

The law and the facts of the case are 
the’ same today as they were when 
the British papers ignored history, 
but they are full of the story at last.

But 
the Times’ editorial attributing to the 
American press and public the present 
dangerous trouble with a spoiled King 
of frivolous habits, sounds like some- 
thing from the pen of Josef Goebbels, 
the Nazi minister of propaganda. As 
the mouthpiece of a lunatie nation 
whose people are compelled by law to 
believe the most idiotie denials of plain 
truth, Goebbels has ceased to shock 
that diminishing portion of the world 
where reason still exists.

They 
print their pictures in endless variety, 
they invade the royal homes to photo- 
graph the nurseries of the royal ba- 
bies, they describe their wedding pres- 
ents to exhaustion and their circus 
treatment of a royal wedding under 
approved conditions, makes the Amer- 
ican frenzies over a big fight resemble 
an ad for a long lost dog. Jast winter 
one of the most popular newspapers 
published the very personal news that 
the Duchess of Kent was temporarily 
out of society because she was nursing 
her baby herself. 
If the King had selected for his bride 
a royal princess, whether from Greece, 
Holland or Bulgaria, however bad that 
female’s blood, the British press would 
have been full to suffocation of ful- 
some special essays by broken-downa 
social figures, eager to exploit their 
connections for a few quid, and the 
formal royal announcement would 
have been preceded by much circum- 
stantial tattle. All such copy would, 
of course, be complimentary in the 
peculiar cap-touching technique which 
is reserved for royal affairs, but that 
is not to say that all personal news in 
the British press is hygienic. ‘They 
have their dirty personal copy, too, as 
when someone in society is caught in 
a gambling scandal or a Mr. X di- 
vorce trial.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


It is questionable whether blood 
corpuscles transferred from one per 
son to another through transfusion 
of blood survive in the blood of the 
recipient. The beneficial effect of 
transfusion is rather stimulation of 


the patient’s own blood building pow- 
ers and the restoration of volume or 
bulk to the circulating blood. These 
are not the sole purposes of trans- 
fusion. Sometimes the antitoxic or im- 
mune value of the convalescent don- 
ors blood may be required to help the 
recipient’s battle. Sometimes the clot- 
forming ferment in norma! blood may 
be needed to help control bleeding in 
hemophilia (the bleeder state) and al- 
lied maladies. But in such emergen- 
cies as shock, exhaustion, hemorrhage 
the immediate purpose of the injection 
of healthy blood into the veins of the 
patient is to stimulate the patient 
and tide over the crisis, 


In such cases anoxio or anoxemia 
(lack of oxygen in the tissues of the 
body or in the blood) is the critical 
feature. The patient is unable to oxy- 
genate the venou- blood of another 
however, it is the routine practice 
to draw the blood from the veing of 
the donor. This biood may carry some 
oxygen, but still the blood in the veins 
has given up most of its mobile oxygen 
to the cells and tissues and -must 
be oxygenated in the lungs of the re- 
cipient after it is injected into the 
recipient’s veins. 

If the patient is unable to oxygen- 
ate his own blood how ean he oxy- 
genate the evnous blood of another 
person? In actual practice it is found 
that in cases of shock, collapse or 
hemorrhage blood transfusion gives 
no better results and perhaps not as 
good results as intravenous injection 
of a pint of gum saline solution (6 
per cent gum acacia with 95 per. 
cent saline) to fill the empty vessels 
and give volume to the blood, and 
at the same time to inject subcutane- 
ously about the same quantity (a 
pint) of oxygen gas. Today the phy- 
Sicilian may carry in his bag the nec 
essary apparatus for the emergency 
administration of oxygen in this way, 
and oxygen so administered is vividly 
taken up by the blood even when the 
natural oxygenation in the lungs fails. 
Enough nascent oxygen for the in- 
jection is produced by placing a spe 
cial lozenge in warm water, and the 
gas so produced is washed with water 
before it is injected. No oxygen tank 
is required.

BUSINESS URGED 10 AID 
CONTROL OF “RECOVERY” 


Warning That Government 
Expects Help of Industry 
Given Bankers. 


By, FREDERICK GARDNER. 

AUGUSTA, Ga., Dec. 4.—(7)—A 
warning note that business must share 
with government the task of controll- 
ing the “new recovery” was injected 
today by James M. Landis, chairman 
of the Federal Securities and Ex- 
change Commission, into a jubilant 
theme of economic revival running 
through a convention of the nation’s 
investment bankers here. 

The chief of the New Deal’s forces 
for regulating financial machinery in 
the United States in his first public 
address since the landslide Demo- 
cratic vote in the presidential election, 
appealed to securities men to heed 
the “verdict of November 3.” 


The voice of the people, he held, 
had spoken against return of: the 
“shallow prosperity of boom days,” 
nourished by “irresponsible” specula- 
tion. 

Warns of Recovery. : 

Hinting that failure of business to 
guard agaiust recurrence of condi- 
tions leading to the 1929 collapse 
would move the government to swing 
its stick, Landis suggested ‘“‘self-dis- 
cipline’ as the best way for finance 
to react to the election results. 

With sharply emphasized and care- 
fully phrased words, the keen-eyed for- 
mer Harvard professor of law, slight- 
ly built in contrast with many of the 
portly bankers around him, fixed the 
attention of some 800 men who un-| 
derwrite and sell securities. 


For many of them, hoping for in- 
sight into post-election plans of the 
federal regulatory authorities, he was 
the outstanding attraction on the In- 
vestment Bankers’ Association of 
America convention program. 

“You cannot forget that the last 
recovery was your recovery and that 
it almost destroyed you,” he told them. 
“Fairly or unfairly, you became the 
scapegoats of a bewildered and discour- 
aged people. 

“This new recovery. certainly in its 
initial stages, will also be your re- 
covery. How well you will discharge 
them is your first challenge.” 

Instead of going into details on 
further financial reforms, he passed 
the ball to business by saying “The 
direction of administration depends 
upon your answers to these questions.” 

“If the mandate of last November 
means to us that we must not fail,’ 
he said, “more clearly does it mean 
to you that you dare not fail.” 

“Indicatoons that the investment 
bankers were thinking along lines of 
preventing the “recovery” from be- 
coming another erratic speculative boom 
were seen in remarks of the asso- 
ciation’s president Orrin G. Wood, 
and reports of committees. 

Report Issued. 

The association's committee on in- 
dustrial securities, in a report dis- 
tributed before Landis spoke, cau- 
tioned underwriters and_ dealers 
against new issues of doubtful in- 
vestment merit to satisfy “synthetic” 
interest in lesser-grade securities grow- 
ing out of urge to obtain better re- 
turns as result of decline in yields 
on gilt-edged investments to record 
low levels. 

Describing federal regulation of the 
securities business as “incomplete,” 
Wood counseled “patience” and co 
operation with the 8. E. C. 

“We should welcome intelligent fed- 
eral regulation,” he said, “to help fill 
the gap between regulation of the 
states, improve standards of our busi- 
ness. 

He explained, however, that the ex- 
act methods of translating the election 
results into administration action de- 
pended upon the effect on business and 
how it took responsibility for keep- 
ing its own house clean. 

Talking informally after bis address, 
he remarked it would be “just too 
bad” if the s.curities business did not 
realize its responsibilities. 

Landis also disclosed in a talk wit.. 
newspapermen after his speech that 
the S. E. C. planned to submit next 
week to the New York Stock Exchange 
concrete suggestions for carrying out 
n program for separation ot the func- | 
tions of brokers and dealers on the} 
floor of security exchanges. 

What form they would iake he did | 
not specify. 

In his formal talk he expressed hope 
trading machinery generally off and on 
the exchanges, would be adjusted to 
emphasize investment rather’ than 
“purpose of speculation.” 

Such adjustments, held, “may 
well represent the difference between 
the hoped for sobriety of the new 
reovery and the mania of the old.” 

Future Is Pictured. 

As he esymbolized it, the future 
hinged on a battle between dull reg- 
istration statements of listed securi- 
ties, filed with the S. E. C. for pro- 
tection of investors, and the fascina- 
tion of the stock market ticker where 
the gambling spirit held full sway.

The Capital City Club will be the 
second club in the south to provide its 
members with a system which insures 
perfect playing conditions all summer 
no matter what sort of drouth condi- 
tions prevail. Last summer all golf 
courses suffered from heat and drouth. 

The only other club in the south 
so equipped is the Augusta National 
course, designed by Bobby Jones. This 
is the club where the Masters’ tour- 
nament is held each spring and it is

The sprinkler system permits wa- 
tering of all fairways, greens and 
tees every night. The pipes are, of 
course, all underground and the con- 
nections for the eprinkling are so 
arranged as not to interfere in any 
manner with play. 

The water will be withdrawn from 
the lake. Plans to use a stream on 
the course were abandoned. Water 
will be taken from the lake and en- 
gineers had pronounced the supply 
adequate for sprinkling with no low- 
ering of the lake level.

Their day is done as the 
big New Year's sports attraction.” 

In announcing this afternoon that 
Louisiana State and Santa Clara had 
been selected for the Sugar Bowl 
game, Joseph M. Cousins, president of 
the New Orleans Midwinter Sports 
Association’ s bowl committee, said the 
winner “would be recognized as the 
national champion.” 

Zipp Newman, sports editor of the 
Birmingham, Ala., News, said the 
Southeastern Conference “should be 
anxious to co-operate with the Sugar 
Bowl committee after the way Wash- 
ington snubbed the conference’s lead- 
ing football teams.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—(4)—Dan 
Cupid was given a helping hand today 
by the nation’s bachelor acting sec- 
retary of state, R. Walton Moore. 

With the traditional gallantry of 
his native Virginia, the elderly states- 
man made it possible for two young 
vice consuls in distant posts to keep 
their plighted troth to the ladies of 
their choice. 

Their romances threatened by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s recent order that no 
foreign service officer henceforth may 
marry a person of alien birth without 
the secretary of state’s permission, 
Vice Consuls Elvin Seibert, at Shang- 
hai, and Myles Standish, at Manches- 
ter, England, had cabled for official 
consent.

The marriage rule, intended to stop 
the growing tendency of young diplo- 
matic and consular officers to con- 
tract marriages abroad, stipulated 
that all requests for permission to.en- 
ter into unions with foreigners must 
be accompanied by resignations, to be 
accepted if the department saw fit. 

Ending the dilemma of the two vice 
consuls Acting Secretary Moore held 
that an engagement to marry is a le- 
gal as well as a sentimental contract. 

With this explanation, he = an-

Contract Bridge

THE PASS. 


A pass is not a bid, yet a pass by 
dealer (or by any other player when 
the bidding has not been opened) con- 
veys a wealth of negative informa- 
tion to partner, from which the pass- 
ing hand can be placed within the 
following limits: 

1. Honor tricks: Maximum three, 
which is improbable, down to mini- 
mum zero, which is equally improb- 
able, Usually from one-half to two 
honor tricks. 

2. Distribution: The greater the 
number of honor tricks the less the 
likelihood that the player holds any 
biddable suit. The pass may algo, in 
first, second and third positions, be 
assumed to deny possession of a long, 
powerful trump suit containing 48 
many as seven or eight winners, for 
on such a hand a preemptive bid 
might be made regardless of honor 
tricks. : 

At times it will happen tbat a 
player will pass freak hands contain- 
ing long suits (even up to a l3-card 
suit) and honor trick holdings ranging 
up to three or even slightly beyond, 
for reasons of surprise strategy. He 
will do this rarely, and his partner 
will be wise not to expect any such 
contingency.

UNCLE RAY’S CORNER 


A LITTLE SATURDAY TALK. 

Many boys and girls have sent let- 
ters asking me to write about Africa. 
Perhaps we shall have a series on the 
subject sometime during the coming 
year, but today I shall give a few gen- 
eral facts. 

There was a time when people very 
often spoke of Africa as “the Dark 
Continent.” Today that name is not 


nearly so common. Almost every sec- 
tion of Africa has been explored. Bold 
men have traveled far and wide 
through the jungles and over the 
mountains. 

We are likely to think of Africa as 


a continent with a hot climate, but | 


that is only partly true. Some regions 
in Africa are hot the year around, but 
others are cold both winter and sum- 
mer, I am thinking of the high pla- 
teaus, and tall mountains. Certain 
mountains on the equator in Africa 
have gnow on their tops the year 


around. Of course the lowlands in the | 


torrid zone of Africa have very warm 
weather—too hot for comfort, 

Africa contains the country which 
might be called “the Mother of Civi- 
lization.” People in Egypt learned to 
write and to make metal tools seven 
or eight thousand years ago. Claims 
have been made that Babvlonia had 
this knowledge before Egypt, but the 
question has not been settled. At any 
rate, we seem to owe more to Egypt 


times, except perhaps Greece. 

Some persons fancy that the olden 
Egyptians were of the negro race. This 
is far from the fact. The great ma- 
jority of the people in ancient Egypt 
were members of the white race. They 
are believed to have entered Africa 
from Asia.
